INiROTIOUS 

The  numbers  this  year  sho\i  very  little  variation  from  those  for  last  year 
except  in  ihe  case  of  measles,  where  there  was  an  increase,  but  this  was  country- 
wide .

Once  a^ain  I have  to  stress  the  inadequacy  of  the  numbers  of  immunisations 
in  the  District.  These  are  now  at  a rate  wliich  will  not  give  to  the  child 
comuiunity  the  protection  v/hich  it  could  and  should  have.  On  the  present  basis 
a return  of  Diphtheria  as  v;e  usou  to  hiiow  it  is  not  impossible.

Work  v/hich  commenced  at  the  end  of  1958  on  a new  sewage  disposal  v/orks  to 
serve  Hathersage  continued  during  the  year  and  had  almost  been  completed  by  the 
end  of  1959, 

Rinal  design  of  the  sev/ers  and  sewage  disposal  v</orks  for  the  new  Derwent 
Valley  Sev/erage  Scheme  was  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  scheme 
is  to  serve  the  parishes  of  Baslov;,  Calver,  Curbar,  Pilsley,  Rroggatt,  Stoney 
Miduleton  and  lyam,  v/ith  the  new  disposal  works  situated  near  Baslow, 

It  is  unfortunate  however,  that  there  was  a delay  of  tv/elve  months  before 
a decision  was  forthcoming  as  to  whether  or  not  the  scheme  could  proceed, 
particularly  as  the  urgent  neod  for  the  provision  of  sewers  in  some  of  the 
parishes  was  stressed  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  annual  report 
thirty  years  ago.  It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  go  out  to  tender  during 
the  coming  year. 

Tho  only  other  major  work  carried  out  was  the  replacement  of  two  sections 
of  old  stone  sough  at  Alton,*  one  length  at  Ivy  Lano  together  with  a short 
sewer  extension  and  tho  other  at  West  And,  although  in  the  latter  case  no 
outfall  worKs  wore  constructed. 

The  majority  of  the  existing  sewage  works  functioned  as  reasonably  as  can 
be  expected  during  the  year.  The  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  whilst 
nev/  sev/erage  schemes  are  urgently  required  in  many  parishes,  continual 
improvements  must  be  carrxed  out  at  existing  sewage  w'orks  to  enable  them  to 
function  properly  and  produce  a soitisfactory  effluent.  Early  Improvements  are 
required  at  almost  all  existing  works,  but  particularly  at  Taddington, 
drindleford.  Great  longstone  and  V/inster  Sewage  Works,

All  the  se-wage  disposal  -.vorics  are  now  attended  to  by  full  time  chargemen, 
the  policy  of  no  longer  employing  pari  time  chargemen  having  shown  a big 
advantage.  Tne  fo.ct  remains,  however,  that  there  is  still  an  acute  labour 
shortage  on  sev/age  v/orks  maintenance  rendering  the  task  of  keeping  sites  tidy, 
sludge  remova.l,  etc.  , an  unnecessarily  burdensome  task. 


HQUSIIIG 


Ihiring  the  year  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  houses 
built  by  the  Council  - 20  as  against  12  in  1958. 


Tv/o  were  built  at  Stanton,  ten  a.t  Hathersage,  and  eight  at  Tideswell. 

Six  of  the  houses  (four  at  Tideswell  and  two  at  Ha.thersage)  v/ere  used  for 
re-housing  people  out  of  houses  v/hich  were  subject  to  sluia  clearance  action. 

Private  building  accounted  for  24  houses,  an  increase  of  3 over  last 
year,  the  village  and  numbers  being; - 

Proggatt  - 2,  Nether  Padley  - 4,  Tideswell  - 1,  Curb?vr  - 2,  Eyam  Woodlands  - 4, 
^Iton  - 1,  lilsley  - 8,  Hathersage  - 1,  and  Eo’wsley  - 1, 

Small  progress  v/as  made  on  the  slum  clearance  programme  during  the  year. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act, 

19  59,  there  was  a sharp  increase  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  imxjrovement  grant, 

V/ATER  SU  Px"  L Y 1959 


The  drought  which  started  in  July  continued  until  November  and,  although 
the  consumption  of  water  throughout  the  district  reached  o.  figure  100^  above 
normal,  th^^  effects  wore  only  felt  in  the  villo.gos  of  Pilslcy  and  Sdonsor, 
part  of  Curbar,  and  the  hamlet  of  Abney.  The  shortages  at  those  places  were 
met  by  laying  temporary  pipelines  and  the  carting  of  water  by  the  Derbyshire 
Fire  Service. 

The  supply  to  parts  of  Groac  Longstone  and  Little  Longstonc  was  improved 
by  scraping  and  r^-lining  the  mains  in  these  e.reas, 

Th;^  village  of  Cressbrook  was  transforrod  from  the  original  spring  supxsly 
to  that  from  the  nev  mains  carrying  water  from  the  Dorvvent  Valley  Aqueduct, 

A further  number  of  stand  taps  were  oliminatod  in  various  villages, 
principally  Elton,  following  connection  of  properties  to  the  me.ins.  The  12 
houses  at  Eavonsdalo  were  afforded  an  improved  supi^ly  of  water  by  the 
construction  of  a tanx  to  hold  over  one  day's  demand. 

The  Hathersage  and  Outseats  V/ater  Improvement  Scheme  commenced  in 
November,  1959,  ib  other  major  capital  -joxks  wore  carried  out  during  the 
year.
